The banking and corporation laws 
of Nevada need remodeling. No 
penalty is attached to the violation of 
any of their provisions. Thus the 
‘laws defining the duties of officers 
of corportions are practically void. 
Gross violations of them are frequent. }, 
Such laws should be strictly enforced, 
and the failure to comply with their 
provisions should be made a misde- 
meanor, punishable by fine or impris- 
onment. Besides being practically 
inoperative, the banking laws of Ne- 
vada are defective. It is nowhere 
required in the statutes of this State 
that periodical statements of the 
financial condition of savings or other 
banks shall be published. There is 
absolutely no check on the manage- 
ment of savings banks in this State. 
A Nevada savings bank may be rot- 
ten to the core, and still goon re- 
ceiving deposits. 

On the- third page of the GAZETTE 
will be found some extracts from the 
laws oi the State. They have an in- 
terest in connection with the failure 
of the Reno Savings Bank. It will! 
be seen that the directors of the wreck- | 
ed institution directly violated the 
law when they issued silver certifi- 
cates and put them into circulation 
as money. Those certificates were 
speedily recalled, not becaese the di- 
rectors repented of an unlawful act, 
but because the Internal Revenue de- 
partment levied a tax of eleven per 
cent. per annum upon those certifi- 
cates. 

The section of the Constitution, de- 
claring that corporators shall not be 
individuallytiable, is held to clear 
M. C. Lake ft@m all personal liability 
for the debts @f the Reno Savings 
Bank. It will be observed, however, 
that the-trustees of @ bank are made 
individually responsible if they de- 
clare dividends except from the net 
profits ari · ing from the business of 
the corporation.“ It is also enacted 
that the trustees shall be liable if the 
debts of the bank exceed the amount 
of capital stock actually paid in.“ 
Those sections of the Nevada law 
published in the GazeETTE to-day 
should be interesting reading to the 
depositors in the “busted” bank.

We hope that good counsels will 
prevail at the meeting of the creditors 
of the Reuo Savings Bank to-night. 
We hope that the speakers will use 
moderation and the audience patience. 
Nothing but evil can come from bad 
temper, born only from a desire for 
revenge. The best lawyers say that 
the officers of the bank cannot be 
punished for giving up the coin and 
securities in the vaults tb their 
friends. There is a great difference 
between law and justice sometimes. 
As the law stands, the officers had 
full control of the deposits, and the 
right to handle them as they saw fit. 
If they chose to take in or pay out 
money in the middle of the 
night there is no law to stop them. 
The implied agreement between the 
bank and its depositors, that all its 
customers should stand on an equal 
footing,and noone man be preferred to 
all the others, was morally, but not 
legally binding, and the only thing 
for the creditors to do is to make the 
most of what is left. There will be as 
big a fight on the part of the officers to 
keep the books from public inspec- n 
tion as for anything else. The credi- 
tors shonld see that these books are 
not destroyed or tampered with. 
They are at present under attachment, 
and if the money should be raised 
and they released, they would doubt- 
less disappear. This should not be 
permitted. The citizens should raise 
money by leyying an assessment,or by 
contributions, to -secure legal talent 
that would attend to their claims and 
secure what can be realized out of the 
assets of the bank, such as are left. 
The matter of a receiver will also be- 
given attention probably. It should 
be considered carefully.

To Ascend Mt. Rose. 

A party of young men will make 
the ascent of Mt. Rose next Saturday 
and Sunday. The elevation is about 
13,000 feet above the sea. The view 
from the summit is said to be of sur- 
passing beauty. The mountain is 
thirteen miles from Reno, and the 
highest in sight from town. The as- 
cent is comparatively easy. One can 
go nearly to the top on horseback. | 

A feature of the coming excursion 
will be an experiment designed to de- 


termine the effect of altitude upon 


cats. It has been held by Humboidt, 
Tyndall aud o hers that the cat dies at 
an elevation of 13,000 feet above the 
sea. Other great authorities dispute 
their statement, and contend that, so 
far from great altitude affecting the 
cat injuriously, the animal's vitality is 
increased in proportion to the eleva- 
tion of its habitat above the sea. Some 
observers assert that the cat exists 
without food at an elevation above 
12,000 feet, the superabundance of 
electricity in the air at that altitude 
being alone sufficient sustenance for the 
creature. A bag of cats will be taken 
with the party next Saturday. As 
each 1,000 feet of elevation is gained 
the animals will be taken out and 
their symptoms carefully noted. A 
few will be left at the summit if they 
remain alive, in order that the next 
expedition may note their condition 
after a lengthy sojourn in the rarified 
air of that high altitude.
